Plans are now being made to push 
the work of pooling the Barley tobacco 
crop of Ohio and to add several coun¬ 
ties of that state to the territory now 
controlled bv the Burley Tobacco So¬ 
ciety, says the Lexington Herald. 

The preliminary plans for the organ¬ 
ization of the tobacco raisers were 
made Tuesday when Mr. W. H. Patter¬ 
son of Pike county, Ohio, and Prewdeat 
Clarence LeBus of the Burley Society, 
held a long conference in the latter's 
office* Mr. Patterson arrived in Lex¬ 
ington Monday afternoon and called am 
Mr. LeBus and officials of the Barley 
Society.

He told Mr. LeBus that that the effects 
of the Burley Society’s work had bee* 
felt in Ohio and that the farmers there 
were anxious to join any pool which 
would increase their earning capacity. 
He, therefore, came here asking what 
steps should be taken for the organisa¬ 
tion of the growers and received in¬ 
structions from the local office. 

Mr. Patterson left for his home Tues¬ 
day evening, after having received the 
assurance of Mr. LeBus that he would 
be given any assistance in the pooling 
of the tobacco that the society might 
be able to lend him. 

Only four Ohio counties are now m 
eluded in the Burley Tobacco Society** 
pool, but it is hoped that by the can¬ 
vass which Mr. Patterson will make 
many counties containing thousands of 
acres of Burley tobacco can be added 
to the society's territory. 

Mr. Patterson said that excellent 
White Burley tobacco is being raised 
in many counties of Ohio and that the 
farmers in that section are anioua to 
join the organization. He expressed

not one of which Is as big or powerful 
as many of the states in this great 
union. 

The American ambassadors and the 
ministers to countries other than 
Great Britain are in the same position 
that the ambassador to the English- I 
speaking court finds himself. A great 
deal Is expected of them and the Unit¬ 
ed States pays such small salaries 

that it is necessary to dip into the j 
private purse In order to meet the 
necessities of each case. Congress I 
has taken cognizance of this situation 
time and again, in a perfectly per¬ 
functory way. however, and nothing 
ever has been done to bring relief. 
As things stand at present the United 
States is obliged to send to foreign 
courts men whose only claim to dis¬ 
tinction is that they have money. 
Men of approved diplomatic ability 
who have held minor positions abroad, 
in the consular and counselor agent 
service, have been and are still de¬ 
barred from seeking advancement to 
higher positions simply because they 
have no money. It is notorious in 
many of the countries in Europe that 
some of our consuls are men of far 
greater ability than are our ambassa¬ 
dors. 

Cannot Move Congress. 

Representative Longworth. who is a 
son-in-law of former President Roose¬ 
velt, has tried time and again to get 
a bill through congress appropriating 
money for the purchase of houses for 
our ministers and ambassadors in the 
capitals of European nations. If the 
ambassador's house rent was paid be 
could make shift on his $17,500 per 
year to support his position, although 
this amount of money would not come 
anywhere near paying tho expenses of 
our ambassadors to Great Britain. 
France. Germany, Italy or Russia. 

8tate Patronage Disputes. 

President Taft is having bis trou¬ 
bles because of a lack of harmony In 
the ranks of the Republicans of the 
many states. He has been appealed 
to from the north and south and the 
west by men wholiave managed party 
affairs in the different districts in the 
past and by men who would like to 
manage them at the present time. 
The chief cause of the trouble is a de¬ 
sire to control patronage, and as the 
president has some very distinct 
views on patronage matters it may be 
that his decisions will not be to the 
liking of either faction in any of the 
places where discord has been mani¬ 
fest. 

Some of the sharpest troubles that 
are besetting the administration in 
the patronage way have their slat in 
the south. When President Taft 
went to Augusta, Qa., last winter prior 
to his Inauguration, he made several 
speeches in which he said that he 
hoped to win the south, not necessari¬ 
ly to Republicanism, but to loyalty to 
his administration as one that would 
try to do its best by the whole coun¬ 
try. The president made speciflo 
promises that he would appoint only 
fit men to office, and that he. would 
take Into consideration the wishes of 
the people of the south no matter to 
what party they belonged. 

Not long after Mr. Taft became 
president he appointed several judges 
in the southern states, and In some in¬ 
stances be selected Democrats be¬ 
cause. as he put it, the Republican 
candidates did not measure up to the 
required standard of ability. The 
president said he not only-intended to 
appoint fit Jurists to the bench, but 
that he tritended to make appoint¬ 
ments to minor offices that would 
meet with the approval of the people 
living in the appointees' districts. It | 
is over these minor offices that the ! 
president is now having trouble. 

Problem In North Carolina. 

The atate of North Carolina at the 
last election sent three Republican 
representatives to congress. It was 
regarded as a tremendous victory for 
the party. Representative Morehead. 
from the Fifth district, a Republican, j 
overcame a Democratic majority of | 
nearly 6,000 votes, and the claim was 
made that his victory was wholly due 
to the fact that a great many Demo¬ 
crats of the younger generation were 
Inclined to the Roosevelt progressive 
endeavors and (hat they believed that 
Mr. Taft would lend bis aid to the 
furtherance of the same advanced 
policies. 

While the president was in the 
south he was told that the only way 
that this Independent contingent, 
which formerly had been loyal to the 
i Democracy, could be held was by 
means of proper appointments to of¬ 
fice. He was told that be did not 
need to appoint Democrats and that 
he did not have to give recog¬ 
nition to the element which bad re¬ 
cently Joined the Republican party, 
but that it was best to Ignore the old 
Republican organizations in the south, 
which had been formed for office-hold¬ 
ing purposes only, and to appoint men 
who would do the work of their office 
and would not attempt to play poli¬ 
tics. especially Just before national 
convention times. 

There Is trouble in New Tork and 
there is trouble In Wisconsin and in ; 
Iowa and in some other sections of 
the country, and this trouble is viewed 
with considerable alarm by some of 
the Republican leaders. The Demo 
crats look on with complacency and 
think that the greater the patronage 
difficulties in the opposition party the 
better is their ebanoe for preferment 
at the polls next November. It is said, 
however, that President Taft is just 
now more concerned over the south¬ 
ern situation than any other and that 
he fuels that be must leave no stor.« 
unturned to keep good his promise!

AMATEURS CAUSE TROUBLES

Wealth Seems Indispensable Requisite 
for American Ambassador—State 
Patronage Disputes Are An¬ 
noying the President.

Washington.—Representative Rob¬ 
erts of Massachusetts is trying to fix 
upon a method by which the present 
troubles of the wireless telegraph op¬ 
erators may be prevented. Mr. Rob¬ 
erts suggests that the president be 
empowered to name a board which 
zhall Include men of the government 
»ervice and representatives of tba 
commercial companies, and that this 
board shall proceed to make regula¬ 
tions for control of wireless telegraph 
operators and submit the regulations 
to the house to be enacted Into law. 

Trouble Caused by Amateurs. 

A great part of the trouble in the 
transmission of wireless telegraph 
messages, even the messages of the 
most vital importance, is said in a re¬ 
cent word on the subject, "to be due 
to unscrupulous amateurs who insist 
on working their private stations at 
all hours, regardless of the needs or 
the Interests of endangered humanity. 
As a case in point, the Bremen, car¬ 
rying the usual large passenger list, 
was approaching the New England 
coast during the short time last year 
that the Nantucket Shoals lightship 
was out of commission. The steamer 
was calling to the lightship for lnfor- j 
mation as to weather conditions and 
location, and her captain was much 
shocked and surprised to find that the 
reckoning as computed by the ship's 
navigator was apparently in error. 

"Information that was untrue also 
was given regarding the weather con¬ 
ditions. On reaching New York the 
natter was looked into and it was 
Jiscovered that the lightship had been 
sunk a week prior to the time that 
the messages were sent, and that tho 
answer made to the Bremen was sent 
by irresponsible and experimenting 
amateurs. Had not the captain of the 
steamship been over-confident of his 
location he might have changed his 
course as a result of the messages 
t\nd wrecked his ship and lost ita hu- 
nan freight" 

Ocean 8 tea mere Also Blamed. 

Sometimes It is an ocean steamer 
J»at is to be blamed for Interference 
with wireless telegT&ph messages. Not 
long ago a schooner was ashore some 
miles out of New York harbor and the 
crew was in dire danger. An effort 
was made by wireless to locate the 
revenue cutters In New York, but be¬ 
cause of the attitude of the wireless 
operator on the ocean steamer Ber¬ 
mudian, It was not possible to reach 
the revenue cutters direct, and the 
messages had to be relayed causing a 
delay of several hours. Afterward it 
developed that the Bermudian merely 
wished to report her location and the 
operator could have waited a short 
time Just as well as not. 

The great trouble ordinarily Is 
caused by the use of high powered 
stations by amateurs and It seems 
that there Is no means of preventing 
the indiscriminate use of the wireless 
even if it interferes with necessitous 
messages and sometimes puts human 
life In Jeopardy. In every large city 
there are many of these stations and 
it is said that In the city of Boston 
alone there are 150 In operation. 

Ambassador Must Be Rich. 

President Taft probably puta In 
about one hour out of every 24 trying 
to determine on some man who has 
the qualifications to make a good am¬ 
bassador to Great Britain and who 
also has money enough to allow him 
to "keep up" the position of the chief 
American representative to the great 
foreign power. 

It is known to the president, of 
course, that there are many men in 
United States who would make ad¬ 
mirable ones have little or no money. 
The president said in a speech recent¬ 
ly that he thought It was little less 
than a shame that it was impossible 
for any Americans except millionaires 
to occupy the most Important diplo¬ 
matic posts. 

Some months ago Mr. Taft offered 
the American embassy in Great Brit¬ 
ain to Dr. Charles W. Elliott, former 
president of Harvard college, a man 
of great learning and transcendant 
ability. Dr. Elliott bad to decline the 
post. He did not have money enough 
to live up to the social station In life 
which it seems necessary that our 
chief representative at the Coart of 
St. James ought to occupy. There are 
other reasons, however, in addition to 
Ibat of the lack of wealth which pre¬ 
vented the Harvard scholar from ac¬ 
cepting the president's offer. 

Salary Ridiculously Inadequate. 

The pay of the ambassador to Great 
Britain is $17,500 a year, not quite 
enough money to pay bis house rent 
in case he attempts to do as his pre¬ 
decessors have done In the way of en¬ 
tertaining socially, and In the way of 
giving America a proper "building 
representation" In the British capital. 
There are all sorts of social affairs 
In ufhlch the American ambassador to 
any foreign country must take part. 
More than this, be Is compelled by the 
actual circumstances of the case to do 
a great deal of entertaining. Other¬

Within a month or six 
weeks thereafter he did so. explaining 
to the president’s ears only j U8 t how 
the agreement had come to be drawn

Loub Napoleon, when an exile In this 
country, wes befriended by the late 
Gen. James Watson Webb, and how 
Napoleon HI., on learning 30 years 
later that Gen. Webb had just landed 
In France, sent him an urgent tele¬ 
gram to dine with him informally the 
next day. 

At the hour named In the emperor's 
telegram the latter, with all ordinary 
oourt etiquette dispensed with, greet¬ 
ed his old benefactor in the palace of 
St Cloud. They met as old friends 
who stood upon an equality, and they 
were friends, for after Louis Napoleon 
had become emperor of the French, 
be had remembered and redeemed the 
money loans which Gen. Webb had 
made to him when he was an exile 
and since then an Intimate corre¬ 
spondence bad been maintained be¬ 
tween the two. 

In the course 'of the breakfast the I 
matter of state that was then upper¬ 
most In the emperor’s mind was 
brought up. 

*'I am much distressed." said the 
emperor to bis old friend, "that the 
presence of the French troops in Mex¬ 
ico should have been an irritation to I 
your president and your people." i 
(This was at the time that French 
bayonets were keeping Maximilian on 
the Mexican throne.) "My troops are 
there, not because < was anxious to 
conquer Mexico and make of it a col- j 
ony, but on account of important dip¬ 
lomatic reasons in Europe. I will say 
to you that I am ready and anxious to I 
withdraw my tioops, but I cannot do 
so under threat or compulsion. I have 
thought that you might suggest a way 
by which there could be an agreement 
between your president and myself, 
so that 1 can In self-respect and 
without appearance of coercion on the 
part of your country withdraw the 
troops.” 

Gen. Webb thought a moment, then 
suggested, not exactly a treaty, but 
an agreement to be entered into dl 
rectiy between the emperor and the 
president of the United States, in¬ 
volving the withdrawal of the French 
troops from Mexico without the ap¬ 
pearance of coercion or threat on the 
part of our government. 

The emperor gratefully expressed 
his approbation of the idea, called 
for a writing tablet, and thereupon, 
as they were seated at the breakfast j 
table. Gen. Webb drew up what he 
thought the agreement he had in 
mlud should be. Finishing it, he

This, parenthetically, was several 
^years before the national campaign in 
which the silver issue was paramount. 
All that was said then in favor of sil¬ 
ver was thus compacted into a few 
sentences by John Thompson, founder 
of the first of the national banks, now 
one of the greatest banking institu¬ 
tions of the world, and a multi-mil¬ 
lionaire. 

“You know,” he continued, with an¬ 
other chuckle, "they say that money 
talks. Well, that’s the way that 1 am 
going to talk to my friends. I am 
going to make converts of them by let¬ 
ting them hear money talk: They call 
me a silver proselyter. Well, this Is 
the way I am proselyting. I’ve got a 
little document here that's going to be 
the greatest silver argument that any¬ 
one can offer." 

He took from a drawer of his desk 
a piece of paper, read what was writ¬ 
ten upon it and then, turning it over, 
showed me a list of six names written 
in pencil upon the back. Several of 
these names were of prominent finan¬ 
ciers who had spoken publicly against 
the proposed silver law. 

‘T bought a - ‘put’ for quite a little 
sum o! money—I won't tell you how 
much—a few months ago, when silver 
was pretty low.” said tho old gentle¬ 
man. "The option runs for a ihonth 
yet Before it expires, if the fcilver 
law passes congress—and It is going 
to—the price of silver, on a parity 
with gold, will be on a ratio of sixteen 
to one. Then I’m going to ’put’ my op¬ 
tion to the broker I bought It of. take 
my profits, and divide the profits 
among these six men. That’ll be quite 
a little penny for each of them, and I 
guess it will be’ a convincing argu¬ 
ment. proving to them that old John 
Thomuson isn’t crazy, after all. but 
right.” And this picturesque possessor 
of a fortune of ten millions, made in 
banking, smiled broadly in anticipa¬ 
tion of the victory over bis friends 
that he sav' ahead of him. 

But upon the day. some little time | 
after the Sherman silver law was 
passed, that the opfion became avail¬ 
able. the price of sliver fell, and Mr 
Thompson lost the money that he had 
risked upon that argument. “I don’t 
understand it,” he said to me, with a 
mystified shake of his head. “I don't 
understand it Sliver ought to have 
gone to a parity with gold at sixteen 
to one.

And this was John Thompson, crea¬ 
tor of our national banking system,

As general manager of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania lines west of Pittsburg, general 
superintendent of the Chicago & 
Northwestern, vice-president and gen¬ 
eral manager of the West Shore and 
vice-president of the Big Four sys¬ 
tem, the late James D. Layng. who 
died on Lincoln's birthday in 1908. 
was for years one of the country’s 
leading railroad men and his 50 years 
as an active railroad man was almost 
coincident with the great railway de¬ 
velopment of the country. 

"As I look back over my career of 
half a century.” Mr. Layng said to 
me a short time after he had retired 
from active railroad management, 
‘many Interesting things come to me. 
But the one thing from the past that 
stands out above all others is that 
act of the railroads which should be 
known in history as their greatest sin 
of omission. For had they not com¬ 
mitted it I am firmly convinced that 
many of the trusts now in existence 
would not have been created and the 
roads would not have been bludgeoned 
by the trusts for years into giving re¬ 
bates. Let me Illustrate my point by 
telling you a story. 

“There came into my office one day. 
when I, was general manager of the 
Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg, 
a man whom I bad known as a dealer 
in poultry aDd dairy products. It was 
his custom to go all through the agri¬ 
cultural districts of Ohio and buy 
poultry, butter and eggs from the 
farmers and ship them to market. He 
was of an Inventive turn of mind, but 
not much of a business man. He 
made Just a fair living In this voca¬ 
tion. 

"He said to me that he wished I 
would lend him one of our freight 
cars—any old car would do—because 
he had an idea which he thought 
might be worth while. He explained 
that he believed he could fix that car 
up so that It would be possible to 
transport poultry, fruit and other per¬ 
ishable objects and be sure they would !

But if all tbe railroads had built re¬ 
frigerator cars of their own—had had 
plenty of them—then the beef trust, 
for example, would have been unable 
to bludgeon the roads Into giving 
them rebates for furnishing their own 
cars, under threat of sending their 
business elsewhere. And without re¬ 
bates given to them many of. the 
trusts of to-day would not have come 
Into existence, I am sure. 

Mr. Layng paused for a moment. 
"And,” he continued. “I have always 
thought that If the railway managers 
had had as good foresight as they now 
have hindsight they would also have 
built the oil pipe lines along their 
rights of way. and the tank cars. too. 
and then it would have been Impos¬ 
sible for the Standard Oil Company 
to have forced the roads into giving 
it exclusive rebates—with the result, 
perhaps, that there would have been 
no Standard OI1 Company as we now 
know It. 

“It is indeed a great sin of omis¬ 
sion that the railroads of the coun¬ 
try have charged up against .hem 
For years they have been paying tbe 
penalty—and they probably will con¬ 
tinue to do so even unto the third and 
fourth generation of the railroad man¬ 
agers who originally committed this 
great sin.”
